400,000 in Russia. There will be an addi­ 
tional 150,00ft or more in the satellites and 
Red China/* the editorial says. 
In Russia, 30 percent of the college stu­ 
dents are studying engineering, compar­ 
ed to eight percent in the United States. 
Another 30 percent or more Russians take 
degrees in natural sciences. 
“More •over, unlike ourselves, the Rus­ 
sians are ploughing back a large propor­ 
tion of their science graduates into teach­ 
ing, which implies a rapid buildup in the 
future.

Comments from many sources as well 
as scores of newspaper and magazine ar­ 
ticles relative to Russia's alleged change 
of policies has been such as to make many 
people wonder and show desire for more 
information as to how much of all this is 
true. 
It is being declared, for example, that 
U. S. world leadership in technology, and 
maybe this country’s future survival as a 
nation, will be threatened if America’s 
training of scientists and engineers is al­ 
lowed to lag far behind the advances Rus­ 
sia is reported to be making in that field, 
according to an edit o r i a 1 appearing in 
the June issues of all the McGraw - Hill 
publications. 
Although both the U. S. and Russia now 
have around a million scientists and en­ 
gineers, it is the trend of Soviet growth 
that is alarming, according to this editor­ 
ial, second in a series on the shortage of 
technical manpower. 
“Over the last five years we have turn­ 
ed out only 142,000 engineers, compared to 
an estim ated 216,000 in Russia. In 1955 our 
output was around 23,000 compared to 
their 63,000. Over the next five years our 
projected output is 153,000, against at least 
400,000 in Russia. There will be an addi­ 
tional 150,000 or more in the satellites and 
Red China,” the editorial says. 
In Russia, 30 percent of. the college stu­ 
dents are studying engineering, compar­ 
ed to eight percent in the United States. 
Another 30 percent or more Russians take 
degrees in natural sciences. 
“Moreover, unlike ourselves, the Rus­ 
sians are ploughing back a large propor­ 
tion of their science graduates into teach­ 
ing, which implies a rapid buildup in the 
future. 
“It would be foolhardy to assum e that 
Yhese new Russian graduates are inferior 
to ours in the quality of their technical 
training,” the editorial says. “They start 
out with much more intensive mathemat­ 


ical and scientific preparation at the high 
school level. They study harder and long­ 
er in college, with more laboratory work 
and more p r a c t i c a l training. Their 
courses and textbooks seem to be as thor­ 
ough as ours. Even «though the Russian 
graduates may be overspecialized, t h e y 
get results. 
These Soviet results include the devel- 
opm e n t of both A-bomfast and H-bombs 
faster than the U. S. expected, jet fighter 
design more advanced for a time than 
this country’s, and a fleet of long range 
bombers well ahead of schedule. 
“They are crowding us on nuclear pow­ 
er, electronics and automation. T h e r e 
are grave fears that they have establish­ 
ed a lead in the vital field of military 
rockets,” the editorial adds. 
“The Russians are determined to win 
the race for scientific supremacy, and 
they do not count the cost. They pay their 
scientists and engineers salaries that 
seem fantastic when compared with other 
Soviet incomes,” the editorial says. 
Wages, housing and other privileges of 
Russian senior professors, research sci­ 
entists and top engineers are lavish, it is 
said. “While preaching equality, the So­ 
viets use capitalistic incentives far more 
boldly than we do.” 
Among Soviet aids to education, t h c 
biggest stipends go to science and engi­ 
neering students. College students are de­ 
ferred from military service, and engi­ 
neers and scientists often enjoy contin­ 
ued deferment after graduation, the edi­ 
torial points out. 
“Finally, the Soviet leaders can channel 
engineers and scientists—and all other 
human material resources — into any 
area they choose. And the areas the So­ 
viet leaders choose are predominantly 
those that contribute to military or politi­ 
cal objectives, rather than to a better life 
for consumers.” the editorial asserts.

NEW YORK <JPu-All men who 
have given up hope of success 
in love because they are mid­ 
dle-aged. paunchy and bald can 
take heart from Robert Weede.

Simple Things Made Complicated 
By George Sokolsky 


You and I have read numerous 
explanatons as to w h y the Rus-* 
»ians claim to be disbanding 1,- 
200,000 troops. Some of the ex­ 
planations are exceedingly com­ 
plicated, i n v o l v i n g perhaps * 
Freudian explanation of the intri­ 
cacies of Khrushchev's mind, to 
nay nothing of the minds of Mar­ 
shals Bulganin and Zhukov. 
Why not try to guess at a sim­ 
ple explanation, one that, comes 
dose to what could be the truth 
because it might also 
be 
the 
truth here, namely, that foot sold- 
iers, except as policemen, have 
been made obsolete by the new 
weapons, and that the Russians 
«re trying to save some money 
by getting rid of expensive but 
obsolete means of warfare? 
Surely, in term s of logic, this is 
»s probably an explanation as 
the various ones that come out of 
Washington. The government of 
the United States still maintains 
about 1.300.000 foot-soldiers, de 
spite the inventions of the bombs 
and missiles which make a foot- 
soldier as useless a> the horse- 
soldier became after the tank 
was made available. All the argu­ 
ments that arc now being used 
to continue having, an enormous 
and costly army of foot-soldiers 
were used to preserve the horse- 
eoidier, the principal one being: 
"Who everheard of an army 
without horses?” 
To this the answer could be 
that Hannihi.! used elephants and 
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Caesar never heard of an air­ 
plane nor did Napoleón know that 
one bomb from an airplane could 
wipe out an entire city and so 
contaminate the remains that 
nothing in it would live and no 
army could occupy if. 
From that standpoint, would it 
not be logical for the Russian 
presidium 
looking 
around 
for 
.«ome place to cut expenses, to 
conclude that as they have to 
spend a lot of money on bombs 
and guided missiles, they might 
just as well cut out most of the 
obsolete parts of their military 
forces, those parts which were 
valuable prior to' the development 
of the unconventional weapons 
of war which will surely be used 
ir the next war, if one 
takes 
place? And if no war takes place, 
what good, are foot-soldiers ex­ 
cept to provide frightening sta­ 
tistics and parades on occasions? 
One of the advantageous that 
the Russians have over us is that 
their government is unified and if 
something needs to be done, they 
do not have to squabble in public 
on the subject. For instance, we 
have at least two active policy­ 
making departments that conduct 
foreign policy; one is the State 
Department headed by John Fos­ 
ter Dulles; the other is an agency 
without explicit description head­ 
ed by Harold St as sen. Whenever 
the opportunity offers itself, Stas- 
sen contradicts D u l l . e s which 
makes everything clearer to no­ 
body. 
President Eisenhower has con­ 
fidence in both men and in their 
contradictions which he apparent­ 
ly understands. At any rate, al­ 
though Stassen was, in effect, vot­ 
ed out of office by Congress abol­ 
ishing his job, the President cre­ 
ated a new one for him which 
Stassen fills by going about look­ 
ing for peace and disarmament, 
but he has not suggested that the 
taxpayers’ money be saved by 
abolishing obsolete but expensive 
instruments of war He has been a 


from the air which Khrushchev 
described as silly in his angry 
conversations with the British 
-Socialists whom he disdained as 
inferior Mensheviks and there­ 
fore spoke freely in their pres­ 
ence. What he said was unpleas­ 
ant and pointedly designed to' in­ 
dicate that those 
who believe 
that they can see what is hap­ 
pening in Yakutsk or Alma-ata 
by flying over them need to study 
geography all over again, if they 
ever knew it. A tough guy is 
Khrushchev. 
One of the concepts of the peace 
movement of our government is 
that the only way to' counter the 
new Rus sin international trade 
offensive is to increase foreign 
aid, about 60 percent of nearly 
$5.000,000,000, a year to go to our 
allies in NATO and SEATO and 
probably METO. The question 
then arises; is NATO alive or 
dead’ Has this device vitality or 
is it obsolete? It was supposed 
to produce an enormous enumber 
of divisions, about 100 in Eur­ 
ope when it was founded in 1949. 
Precisely how 
many divisions 
does NATO control how or how 
many can it count on against 
Soviet Russia'1 
So here again, we need some 
realistic thinking. We might even 
ask, who are our 
allies? 
And 
what a shock such a question 
couji be if answered realistical­ 
ly.
